which was repealed,. and taken away by Act of Parliament , in the firſt year 
of the reign of-our late Sovereign Lady Queen Mary, to the great decay 
of the due honour. of God, and diſcomfort to the profeſſors off the truth of: 
Chriſts Religion: | | 
Be jt therefore Enatted by the Authority of this- preſent Parliament, 
Thar the faid Statute of Repeal, and every thing therein contained ,, 
only concerning the ſaid Book, and the. Service, Adminiftration of Sacra-- 
ments, Rites and Ceremonies contained or appointed in, ot by the ſaid Book, 
ſhall be. void and. of none effect, a ny after the Feaſt. of: the. Nativity of? 
3. . Saint 


Saint John Baptiſt next coming :. and, That the ſaid Book, with-the order of 
Service, and of the Adminiſtration of Sacraments, Rites and Ceremonies, with 
the alteration and additions therein added and appointed by this Statute , 
ſhall ſtand, and be, from, and after the ſaid Feaſt -of the Nativity of Saint 
Folm Baptiſt, in full force and effect, according to the tenour and effect of this 
Statute :- Any thing in the foreſaid 'Statute.of Repeal to the contrary notwith- 
ther be it Enacted by the Queens Highneſs, with the affent of the 
Lords and Commons in this preſent Parliament afſembled, and by Authority of 
the ſame, Thar all, and ſingular Miniſters in any Cathedral, or Pariſh-Church, 
or other place-within this Realm of England Wales, and the Marches of the ſame, 
or other the Queens Dominions, ſhall from and after the Feaſt of the Na- 
tivity of Saint Fob» Baprift next coming, be bounden to ſay and uſe the Mattens, 
Evenſong, celebration of the Lords Supper, and >dminifira iſtration of each of the 
Sacraments, and all their Common and open Prayer, in ſuch order and form as 
is mentioned in the faid Book, ſo Authorized by Parliament in the ſaid fifth 
and ſixth year of the Reign of King Edward the Sixth : with one alteration, or 
addition of certain Leſſons to be uſed on every Snnday in the year, and the form 
of the Litany altered, and corrected, and two ſentences only added in the de- 
livery of the Sacrament to the Communicants, and none other, or otherwiſe : 
and; That if any mannerof Parſon, Vicar, or other whatſoever Miniſter, that 
ought or ſhould ſing, or ſay Common Prayer mentioned in the ſaid Book, or mi- 
niſter the Sacraments, from, and after the Feaſt of the Nativity of Saint Fohn 
Baptiſt next coming, refuſe to uſe the ſaid Common Prayers, or to miniſter the 
Sacraments in ſuch Cathedral, or Pariſh-Church, or other places, as he ſhould 
uſe to miniſter the ſame, in ſuch order and form, as they be mentioned, and ſet 
forth in the ſaid Book, or ſhall willfully , or obſtinately ſtanding in the ſame, 
uſe any other Rite, Ceremony; Order, Form, or manner of celebrating of the 
Lords Supper openly, or privily, or Mattens, Evenſong , Adminiſtration of 
the Sacraments, or other open Prayers, then is mentioned and ſet forth in the 
ſaid Book, (Open Prayer in, and throughout this At," is meant that Prayer which 
is for. other to come unto, or hear, either in Common Churches, or private Chapels, 
or Oratories, RY called the Service of the Church) or ſhall preach,declare,or 
ſpeak any thing in the derogation, or depraving of the faid Book, or.any thing 

ein contained, or of any part thereof, and ſhall be thereof lawfully con- 
victed, according to the Laws of this Realm, by verdict of twelve men, or by 
his own confeſſion, or by the notorious evidence of the faCt ; he ſhall loſe, and 
forfeit to the Queens Highneſs: Her Heirs, and Succeſſors, for his firſt offence, 
the- profit of all his Spiritual Benefices, or Promotions, coming, or ariſing in 
one whole year next after this conviction : And alſo that the put on ſo convicted 
ſhall for the ſame offence ſuffer impriſonment by the ſpace of -fix months, with- 
out Bail, or Mainpriſe: And if any 5p guano, once convict of any offence 
concerning the premiſles, ſhall after his firſt convittion, eftſoons offend, and be 
thereof in form aforeſaid lawfully.convict ; That then the ſame perſon ſhall for 
his ſecond offence ſuffer impriſonment by the ſpace of one whole year, and 
alſo ſhall therefore be deprived pſo fatto of all his —rn—y Promotions ;' and, 
That it ſhall be lawful to all Patrons, or Donors, of all and fingular the fame 
Spiritual Promotions, or of any of them, to preſent, or collate to the ſame, as 
though the perſonand perſons, ſo oftending were dead : and, That if any ch 
perſon, or perſons, after he ſhall be twice convicted in form aforeſaid, ſhall 
offend againſt any of the premiſles the third time, and ſhall be thereof, in 
form aforeſaid, lawfully convicted ; That then the Þ oo ſo offending, and 
convicted the third time, ſhall be deprived #þ o fatto of all his Spiritual Promo- 
tions, and alſo ſhall ſuffer impriſonment during his life :-. And if the perfon 
that ſhall offend, and be convicted in form a oreſaid, concerning any of the 
premiſſes, ſhall not be Beneficed, nor have any Spiritual Promotions ; that 
then the ſame perſon ſo offending, and convict, ſhall for the firſt offence ſuf- 
fer impriſoument during one-whole year next after his ſaid convittion, without 
Bail or Mainpriſe ; And if any ſuch perſon not havingany Spiritual Promotion, 


after his firſt conviction, ſhall eftſoons offend in any thing concerning the pre- 
milles, and ſhall in form aforeſaid be thereof lawfully convitted ; That 
' the ſame perſon ſhall for his ſecond offence ſuffer imprifonment during his life. 
And it 1s Ordained, and Enacted by the Authority aforeſaid , That: if any 
perſon or perſons whatſoever, after the ſaid Feaſt of the Nativity of Saint Fohx 
Baptiſt next coming, ſhall in any Enterludes, Plays, Songs, Rimes, or by other 
. open words declare, or ſpeak any thing in the derogation, depraving, ordeſpi- 
ſing of the ſame Book, or of any thing therein contamed, or any part thereof, 
or ſhall by open fact, deed, or by open threatnings compel, or cauſe, or other- 
wiſe procure, or maintain any Parſon, Vicar; or other Miniſter in any Cathe- 
dral, or Pariſh-Church, or in Chappel, or in any other place, to ſing, or ſay 
any Common or open Prayer, or to miniſter any Sacrament otheryiſe, or in any 
other manner and form then is mentioned in the faid Book; or by any of the 
ſaid means ſhall unlawfully —— or let any Parſon, Vicar or other Miniſter 
in any Cathedral, or Pariſh-Church, or Chappel, or any other place to ſing or 
ſay Common and open Prayer, or to miniſter the Sacraments, or any of them, 
in ſuch manner and form as is mentioned intheſaid Book; that then every ſuch 
perſon, being thereof lawfully convicted in form aboveſaid, ſhall forfeit to the 
. Queen our Sovereign Lady, Her Heirs and Succeſlors, for the firſt offence an 
hundred marks : And ifany perſon, or perſons, being once convitt of any fuch 
offence, eftſoons offend again any of the laſt recited offences, and ſhall in form 
aforeſaid be thereof lawfully convict ; That then the ſame perſon ſo offending 
.and convict, ſhall for the ſecond offence forfeit to the Queen our Sovereign La- 
dy.,, Her Heirs and Succeſlors, . four hundred marks : And if any perſon, after 
he in form aforeſaid. ſhall have been twice convict of any offence concerning any 
of the laſt recited offences, ſhall offend the third time, and be thereof in form 
aboveſaid lawfully convict ; That then every perſon ſo offending and convit, 
ſhall for his third offence forfeit to our Sovereign Lady the Queen all his Goods 
and Chattels, and ſhall ſufter impriſonment during his life : And if any perſon 
or perſons that for his firſt offence concerning the premiſſes, ſhall be convict in 
form aforeſaid, do not pay the ſum to be paid by vertue of his conviction, in ſuch 
manner and form as the ſame ought to be paid, within ſix weeks next after his 
conviction ; That then eyery perſon ſo convict, and ſo not paying the ſame, 
ſhall for the ſame firſt offence, in ſtead of the ſaid ſum, ſuffer impriſonment by 
the ſpace of ſix moneths without Bail or Mainpriſe : And if any perſon or per- 
ſons, that ſor his ſecond offence concerning the premiſſes ſhall be convict in fon 
aforeſaid, do not pay the ſaid ſum to be paid by vertue of his conviction, and 
this Eſtatute, in ſuch manner and form as the ſame ought to be paid, within ſix 
weeks next after his ſaid ſecond convidtion 3 That then every perſon ſo con- 
victed, and not ſo paying the fame, ſhall for the ſame ſecond offence in the ſtead 
of the ſaid ſum, ſuffer impriſonment during twelve-moneths without Bail or 
mainpriſe : and, That from and after the ſaid Feaſt of the Nativity of Saint 
Fohn Baptiſt next coming, all, and every perſon and perſons, inhabiting within 
this Realm, or any other the Queens Majeſties Dominions, ſhall diligently and 
faithfully, having no lawful or reaſonable excuſe to be abſent, endeavour them- 
ſelves to reſort to their Pariſh-Church, or Chappel accuſtomed, oryu reaſo- 
nable let thereof, to ſome uſual place where Common-Prayer, and ſuch ſervice 
of God ſhall be uſed in'ſuch time of: let, upon every Sunday and other days or- 
dained and uſed to be kept as holy days, and then, and there to abide orderly 
and ſoberly during the time of the Common Prayer, Preachings, or other 'Ser- 


vice of God there to be uſed and miniſtred, upon pain of puniſhment by the 


cenſures of the Church ; and alſo upon pain, that every perſon ſo offending 
ſhall forfeit for every ſuch offence twelve pence, to be levied by the Church- 


wardens of the Pariſh where ſuch offence be done, to the uſe of the poor 


, of the ſame Pariſh, of the Goods, Lands, and Tenements of ſuch offender, by 
way of Diſtreſs. : 


And for due execution hereof, the Queens: moſt excellent Majeſty, the Lords 
Temporal, and all the Commons in this preſent Parliament allembled , do in 
Gods name earneſtly require, and charge all the Archbyſhops, Biſhops, and other

Provided always, and be it Enated, That fuch Ornaments of the Church 
and of the Miniſters thereof, ſhall be retained and be in uſe, as were in this

And be it further EnaQted by the Authority aforeſaid, That,all Laws, 
Statutes, and Ordinances, wherein, or whereby any other Service, Adminiſtra- 
tion of Sacraments, or Common Prayer is limited, eſtabliſhed, or ſet forth to 
be uſed within this Realm, or any other the Queens Deminions or Countreys,

Bleſſing of Almighty God is in no wiſe ſo readily and lentifully poured as b 
Common Prayers, due uſing of the Sacraments, and often Preaching of the Go{- 
pel, with devotion of the hearers: And yet this notwithſtanding, a great 
number of people in divers parts of this Realm, following their own ſenſuality, 
and living without knowledge, and due fear of God, do wilfully and Schiſ- 
matically abſtain, and refuſe to come to their Pariſh-Churches and other Publick 
taces where Common prayer, Adminiſtration of the Sacraments, and Preach- 
ig of the word of God is uſed upon the Sundays and other days ordained and 
appointed to be kept and obſerved as Holy days: And whereas by the great 
= ſcandalous neglect of Miniſters in the ſaid Order, or Liturgy fo ſet forth 
and enjoyned asaforeſaid,, great miſchiefs and inconveniences, during the times 
of the late unhappy troubles, have ariſen an / ata y- many people have been 
kd into Factions and Schiſins, to the great decay and ſcandalof the Reformed

Religion of the Church of England , and to the hazard of many ſouls : For 
revention whereof 1n time to come, for ſettling the Peace of the Church, and 
or allaying the preſent diſtempers, which the indiſp9ſition of the time hath 
contracted, the Kings Majeſty ( according to his Declaration of the Five and 
twentieth of Ofober, One thouſand ſix hundred and ſixty ) granted his Com- 
miſſion under the great Seal of Exglard, to ſeveral Biſhops and other Divines, 
+to review the Book of Common Prayer, and to prepare ſuch Alterations and 
Additions, as they thought fit to offer ; and afterwards the Convocations of - 
both the Provinces of Canterbury and York, being by his Majeſty called and aſlem- 
bled ( and now fitting) his Majeſty hath been pleaſed to Authorize and require 
the Preſidents of the {aid Convocations,and other the Biſhops and Clergy of the 
ſame, to review the ſaid Book of Common Prayer, and the Book of the Form 
and manner of the Making and conſecrating of Biſhops, Prieſts, and Deacons ; 
And that after mature conſideration, they ſhould make ſuch Additions and Al- 
terations in.the ſaid Books reſpetively , as to them ſhould ſeem meet and con- 
venient ; And ſhould exhibit and preſent the ſame to his Majeſty in writing, for 
his further allowance or confirmation ; Since which time, upon full and mature 
deliberation, they the faid Preſidents, Biſhops, and Clergy of -both Provinces 
have accordingly reviewed the faid Books, and have made ſome Alterations 
which they think fitto be inſerted to the ſame ; and ſome Additional Prayers to 
the faid Book of Common Prayer, to beuſed upon proper and emergent occa- 
ſions; and have exhibited and preſented the ſame unto his Ry in writing, 
in one Book Entituled, The Book, of Common Prayer, and Adminiſtration of the 
Sacraments, and other Rites and Ceremonies of the Church according to the uſe of 
the Church of England ;, together with the Pſalter, or Pſalms of David, Pointed as 
they are to be ſung or ſaid in Churches:, and the Form and Manner of Making, Or- 
daining, and Conſecrating of Biſhops, Prieſts, and Deacons: All which His Majeſty 
having duly conſidered, hath fully approved and allowed the ſame, and recom- 
mended to this preſentParliament; That the ſaid Book of CommonPrayer,and of 
the Form of Ordination and Conſecration of Biſhops, Prieſts,and Deacons, with 
the Alterations and Additions which have been ſo made and preſented toHis Ma- 
jeſty by the ſaid SZonvocations, be the Book which ſhall be appointed to be uſed 
by all that officiate in all Cathedral and Collegiate Churches and Chappels, and 
in all Chappels of Colledges and Halls in both the Univerſities, and the Col- 
ledges of Eaton, and Winchefter, and in all Pariſh Churches and Chappels within 
the Kingdom of England, Dominion of Wales,and Townof Berwick upon Tweed, 
and by all that Make, or Conſecrate Biſhops,Prieſts,or Deacons in any of the ſaid 
places,under ſuch Sanctions and Penalties as the Houſes of Parliament ſhall think 
fit. Now in regard that nothing conduceth more to the ſettling of the Peace of 
this nation ( which is deſired'ot all good men )) nor -to the honour of our Reli- 
gion, and the propagation thereof, then an Univerſal agreement inthe Publick 
Worſhip of Almighty God; and to the intent that every perſon within this 
Realm may certainly know the Rule to which he is to conform in Publick Wor- 
ſhip, and Adminiſtration of Sacraments, and otherRites and Ceremonies of the 
Church of England, and the manner how, and by whom Biſhops, ' Prieſts, and 
Deacons are, and ought to be Made, Ordained, and Conſecrated ; 

Be it Enacted by > 4 Kings moſt Excellent Majeſty, by the Advice, and with 
the conſent of the Lords Spiritual and Temporal, and of the Commons in this 
preſent Parliament aſſembled, and by the Authority of the ſame, That all and 
ſingular Miniſters, in any Cathedral, Collegiate, or Pariſh-Church or Chappel, 
or other place of Publick Worſhip within this Realm of England, Dominion of 
Wales, and Town of Berwick, upon Tweed, ſhall be bound to ſay and uſe the 
Morning Prayer, Evening Prayer, Celebration and Adminiſtration of both the 

. Sacraments,and all other the Publick andCommonPrayer,in ſuch order and form, 
as is mentioned in the faid Book annexed and joyned to this preſent Act, and 
intituled, The Book, of Common Prayer, and Adminiſtration of theSacraments,and 
other Rites and Ceremonies of the Church, according to the uſe of the Church of Eng+ 
land ; together with the Pſalter, or Pſalms of David, Pointed as they are tobe ſung 
or ſaid in.Churches ;, and the Form and Manner of Making, Ordaining, and Fug 
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ſecrating of Biſhops, Prieſts and Deacons : and, That the Morning and Evening 
Prayers therein contained, ſhall upon every Lords day, and upon all other days 
and occaſions, and at the times therein appointed, be openly and ſolemnly read 
by all and every Miniſter or Curate inevery Church, Chappel, or other place of 
Publick Worſhip within this Realm of _—_— and places aforeſaid. |, 

pon. the end that Uniformity in the Publick Worſhip of God (which is 
ſo much deſired) may be ſpecdily effected,Be it further Enacted by the Authori- 
ty aforeſaid, That every Parſon, Vicar, or other Miniſter whatſoever, who now 
hath and enjoyeth any Eccleſiaſtical Benefice or Promotion within this Realm of 
England, or places aforeſaid, ſhall in the Church, Chappel,or place of Publick 
Wo:ſhip belonging to his ſaid Beneficeor Promotion, upon fome Lords day be- 
fore the Feaſt of SarntBarcholomew,which ſhall be in the year of ourLordGod, One 
thouſand ſix hundred ſixty and two, openly, publickly, and ſolemnly read the 
Morning and Evening Prayer appointed to be read by, and according to the ſaid 
Book of Common Prayer, at the times thereby appointed, and after ſuch read- 
ing thereof ſhall openly and publickly, before the Congregation there aſlembled, 
declare his unfeigned aſſent, and conſent to the uſe of all things in the {aid Book 
contained and preſcribed, in thele words, and no other ;

giate, and Pariſh-Church, 2nd Chappel of Eaſe in the ſaid reſpective Dioceſles, 
and places in Wales, where the Welſh is commonly ſpoken or uſed, before the 
Firſt day of May, One thouſand fix hundred ſixty five ; and, That from and af- 
ter the Imprinting and Publiſhing of the ſaid Book fo, Tranſlated, the whole Di- 
vine Service ſhall be uſed and faid by the Miniſters and Curates throughout all 
Wales, within the faid Diocefles where the Welſh Tongue is commonly uſed, in 
the Brittiſh or WelſhTongue,in ſuch mannerand form as is preſcribed according 
to the Book hereunto annexed to be uſed inthe EngliſhTongue,differing nothin 
in any Order or Form from thefaid Engliſh Book,for which book ſo Tranſlate 
& Imprinted, the Church-wardens of every the ſaid Pariſhes ſhall pay out of the 
Pariſh-mony in their hands forthe uſe of the reſpe&tiveChurches,and be allowed 
the ſame'on their Account;and, That the ſaid Biſhops and their Succeſſors,or an 
three of then1,at the leaſt,ſhall ſet and appoint the price for which the ſaid Book 
ſhall be ſeld : And one other Book of Common Prayer in theEzgliſh Tongue 
ſhall be bought and had in every Church throughout Wiles, in which the Book 
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of Common Prayer in Welſh is to be had, by force of this Act, before the Firſt 
day of May, One thouſand ſix hundred fixt and four, and the ſame Book to 
remain in {uch convenient places within the {aid Churches, that ſuch as under- 
ſtand them, may reſort at all convenient times to read and peruſe the ſame, and 
alſo ſuch as do not underſtand the ſaid Language, may by conferring both 
' Tongues together, the ſooner attain to the knowledge of the Engl Tongue ; 
Any thing in this A to the contrary notwithitanding. And until Printed Copies 
of the ſaid Book ſoto be Tranſlated may be had and provided, the Form of Com- 
mon Prayer, eſtabliſhed by Parliament beforethe making of this Act, ſhall be 
uſed as formerly in ſuch parts of Y/ales, where the Engliſh Tongue is not com- 
monly underſtood. : | 

And to the end that the true and perfett Copies of this Act,and the ſaid Book 
hereunto annexed, may be ſafely kept, and perpetually preſerved, and for the 
avoiding of all diſputes for the time to come ; Be it therefore Enacted by the 
Authority aforeſaid, That the reſpective Deans and Cy of every Cathe- 
drat oz Collegiate Church, within England and Wales, ſhall at their proper coſts 
and charges, before the Twenty fifth day of December,One thouſand fix hundred 
ſixty and two, obtain under the Great Seal of England a true and perfect Copy 
of this At, and of the ſaid Book annexed hereunto, to be by the ſaid Deans 
and Chapters, and their Succeſſors, kept and preſerved in ſatety for ever, and to 
be alſo produced and ſhewed forth» in any Cours of Record, as often as they 
ſhall be thereunto lawfully required ; And alſo there ſhall be delivered true and 
perfect Copies of this Act, and ofthe ſame Book, into the reſpective Courts at 
Weſtminſter, and into the Tower of London, to be kept and preſerved for ever 
among the Records of the ſaid Courts, and the Records of the Tower,to be alſo 

roduced and ſhewed forth in any Court as need ſhall require; Which ſaid Books 

0 to be exemplified under the Great Seal of England, ſhall be examined by ſuch 
perſons as the Kings Majeſty ſhall _— under the Great Seal of England for 
that purpoſe, and ſhall be compared with the Original Book hereunto annexed, 
and hall have power to correct and amend in writing any Error committed by 
the Printer, in the Printing of the ſame Book, or of any thing therein contained, 
and ſhall certifie in writing under their Hands and Seals, or the Hands and Seals 
. of any threeof them, at the end of the ſame Book, that they have examined 
and compared the ſame Book, and find it to be a true and perfect 
Copy; Which faid Books, and every one of them ſo exemplified under 
the Great Seal of England, as aforeſaid, ſhall be deemed, taken, adjudged, and 
expounded to be good, and available in the Law to all intents and purpoſes 
whatſoever; and ſhall be accounted as good Records as this Book it ſelf nul and 
anne xed ; Any Law or Cuſtom to the contrary in any wiſe notwithſtanding. 

Provided alſo, That this Act, or any thing therein contained, ſhall not be pre- 
judicial or hurtful unto the Kings Profeſſor of the Law [within the Univerſity of 
Oxford,for, or concerning the Prebend of Shipron, within the Cathedral Church 
of Sarum, united and annexed unto the place of the ſame Kings Profeſlor for 
the time being, by the late King Zames of bleiled memory. 

Provided always, That whergas the Six and thirtieth Article of the Nine 
and thirty Articles agreed upon by the Archbiſhops and Biſhops of both Pro- 
vinces, and the whole Clergy in the Conyocation holden at Londoy, in the year 
of our Lord,One thouſand five hundred ſixty two, for the avoiding of diverſities 


of Opinions, and for eſtabliſhing of Conſent touching true Religion, is in theſe 
words following, viz. 


Hat the Book of Conſecration of Archbiſhops,andBiſhops,andOrdaining of Prieſts 
| and Deacons, lately ſet forth in the time of King Edward the Sixth, and con-

firmed at the ſame time by Authority of Parliament, doth contain all things neceſſary 
to ſuch Conſecration and Ordaining, neither hath it any thing that of it elf zs ſuperftt- 
tious and ungodly ; And therefore whoſoever are Conſecrated or Ordered accordin 


to the Rites of that Book, ſince the ſecond year of the afore-named King Edward = 
this time, or hereafter ſhall be Conſecrated or Ordered according to the ſame Rites ;, 


We decree all ſuch to be rightly, orderly, and lawfully Conſecrated and ordered ; 


It be Enacted, and be it therefore Enatted by the Authority aforeſaid, That 
all Subſcriptions hereafter tobe had or made unto the ſaid Articles, by any 
Deacon, Prieſt, 'or- Eccleſiaftical perſon, or other perſon whatſoever, who by 
this A&, or any other Law now in force, isrequired to ſubſcribe unto the fai 
Articles, ſhall be conſtrued and taken to extend, and ſhall be applied ( for and 
touching the ſaid Six and thirtieth Article) unto the Book containing the Form 
and Manner of Making, CRE and Conſecrating of Biſhops, Prieſts and 
Deacons, in this Act mentioned, in ſuch fort and manner as the ſame did here- 
tofore extend unto the Book ſet. forth in the time of King Edward the Sixth, 
mentioned in the ſaid Six and thirtieth Article'; Any thing in the ſaid Article, 
or in any Statute, Aft, or Canon heretofore had or made » to the contrary 
thereof in any wiſe notwithſtanding. 

Provided alſo, That the Book of Comon Prayer, and Adminiſtration of the 
Sacraments, and other Rites and Ceremonies of this Church of England, toge- 
ther with the form and manner of Ordaining, and Conſecrating Biſhops, Prieſts 
and Deacons, heretofore in uſe, and reſpectively eſtabliſhed by. Act of Parlia- 


ment inthe firſt and _ years of Queen E/:zzabeth, ſhall be ſtill uſed and ob- 
ſerved in the Church of England, until the Feaſt of Saint Bartholomew, which 


ſhall be in the year of our Lord God,” One thouſand ſix hundred ſixty and two. 
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PREFACE 


T-hath been the Wiſdons of the Church of England, ever ſance 
we the firſt compiling of ber Publick Liturgy, to keep the Mean 
Foy between the two Extremes, of too wnch Stiffneſs inrefuſing,and 
2+ of too much Eaſineſs in admitting any variation from it. For 
BE HEE as on the one (ide eommon Experience ſheweth , that where 4 
change hath been maae of things adviſedly eſtabliſhed (no 
evident neceſſity ſo requiring) ſundry inconveniences have thereupon enſu- 
ed ; andthoſe many times more, and greater than the evils that were intended 
zo be remedied by ſuch change : So on the other fide, the particular Forms of 
Divine Worſhip, and the Rites and Ceremonies appointed to be —_- therein, 
= being things in their own nature Indifferent, and alterable, and fo acknow- 
leaged ; it is but reaſonable, that upon weighty and important conſiderations, 
aveording to the various exigexcy of times aud occaſions, {uch changes 1 al- 
terations ſhould be made therein, as to thoſe that are in place of Authority 
ſpould from time to time ſeem either neceſſary or expedient. Accordingly we 
find, that in the Reigns of ſeveral Princes of bleſſed memory ſince the Refor- 
mation, the C barns, upon juſt and weighty conſiderations Her thereunto mo- 
wing, hath yielded to make ſuch alterations in ſome particulars, as in their 
. Eras times were thought convenient : Tet ſo, as that the main Body and

Eſſentials of it { as well in the chiefeſt materials, as in the frame and order 
F hawe #i11 continued the ſame unto this day, and do yet ſtand firm 
and unſhaken, notwithſtanding all the vain attempts and impetuous aſſaults 
mate aozinſt it by ſuch men as are given to change, and have always diſco- 
wvered a greater regard to their own private Fancies and Intereſts, then to 
3 that duty they owe to the Publick, 
| By what undue means, and for what miſchievous purpoſes the uſe of the Li- 
Wl (though injoyned by the Laws of the Land , and thoſe Laws never yet 
pealed) came, during the late unhappy confufions , to be diſcontinued, is 
too well known to the World , and we are not willing here to remember. But 
when , upon His Majeſties happy Reftauration it ſeemed probable , that 
amongſt other things, the uſe of the Liturgy alſo would return of courſe (the 
fame having never been legally aboliſhed.) unleſs ſome timely means were 
wſed to prevent it ; thoſe men, who under the late uſurped powers had made 


it a great part of their buſineſs to render the people diſaſfetted thereunto, ſo 
has 
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themſelves in point of reputation and intereſt concerned ( unleſs they would 
freely acknowledge themſelves to have erred, which ſuch men are very hardly 
brought to do ) mith their utmuft endeavours to hinder the reſtitution there: 
of. In order whereunto divers Pamphlets were publiſhed againſt the Book 
of Common Prayer, the 0/4 Objettions muſtered up , with the addition of 


fome new ones more then formerly had beew made, to make the number ſwell. 
tn fine, great importunities were uſed to iis Sacred Majeſty ; that the ſaid 
Book might be Reviſed, and ſuch Alterations therein, and Additions there- 


unto made, as ſhould be thought requiſite for the eaſe of tender Conſciences : 
Whereunto His _ out of His pious Inclination to give ſatisfattion 


(ſo far as could bereaſonably exyetted ) to all His Subjetts of what perfwaſion 


ſoever, did graciouſly condeſcend. | 

In which Review we have endeavoured to 0bſervethe like Moderation,as 
we find to have been uſed in the like caſe in former times, ' And therefore of 
the ſundry Alterations propoſed unto us , we have rejeited all ſich as were 
either of dangerous conſequence {as ſecretly ſtriking at ſome eftabliſhed 
Dottrine, or laudable Praitife of the Church of England; or indeed of the 
whole Cat holick Church of Chriſt) or elſe of no conſequence at all, but ut- 
rerly frivolous and vain. But ſuch Alterations as were tendred to us (by 
what per ſons, under what pretexees, or to what parpoſe ſoever [0 tendred) as 
Jeemed to us in any degree requiſite or expedient, we have willinoly and 0 
0.4 own accord afſented unto : Not enforced ſo to do by axy ftrength of Argu- 
ment, convincins us of the neceſſity of making the ſaid Alterations : For we 
are fully perſwaded in our judgments (and we here profeſs it to the World) 
that the Book, as it ſtood before eſtabliſhed by Law, doth not contain in it any 
thing contrary to the Word of God, or to ſound Dottrine, or which a podly 
man may not with a good Conſcience uſe and ſubmit untogor which is not fair- 
ly defenfible againſt any that ſhall oppoſe the ſame ; if it ſhall be allowed ſuch 
juſt and favourable conſtruttion as in Common Equity ought to be allowed to 
all Humane Writings,eſpecially ſuch as are ſet forth by Authority, and even 
to thevery beſt Tranſlations of the holy S$, cripture it ſer 

Our general aim therefore in this Undertaking was, not to gratifie this or 
that Party in any their unreaſonable demanas ; but to do that, which to our 
beſt underſtandings we concerved might moſt tend to the preſervation of 
Peace and Vnity in the Church ; the procuring of Reverence, and excitin 
of Piety and Devotion in the Public orſbip of God ; and the cutting off 
occaſion from them that ſeek occaſion of Cavil, or quarrel againſt the Liturgy 
of the Church. And as to the ſeveral variations from the former Book, 
whether by Alteration, Addition, or otherwiſe, it ſhall ſuffice-to give this 
general account, That moſt of the Alterations were made, either firſt, for the 
better direition of them that are to officiate in any part of Divine Service ; 
which is chiefly done tn the Kalendars and Rubricks : Or ſecondly, for the 
more proper expreſſing of ſome words or phraſes of ancient uſage, in terms 
ore fairabl to the language of the preſent times, and the clearer explanation 
of ſome other words and phraſes, that were either of doubtful ſignification, or 
otherwiſe liable to miſ-conſtruttion : Or thirdly, for a more perfect rendring 
of ſuch portions of holy Scripture, as are inſerted into the Liturgy ; which, 
in the Epiſtles and Goſpels eſpecially, and in ſundyy other places, are now or- 
dered to be read according to the laſt Tn : And that it was thought 
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convenient, that ſome Prayers and Thankſgivings,fitted to ſpecial otcaſions, 
ſhould be ad ded in their due places ; particularly for thoſe at Sex, together 
with an Office for the Baprifh of ſuch as are of riper years ; which, although 
not ſo neceſſary when the former Book was compiled, yet by the growth of A- 
nabaptilm, through the licentiouſeſs of the late times crept in among ſt us, 
is now become neceſſary, and may be always uſeful for the Baptizing of Nx 
tives in our Plantations, and others converted to the Faith. If any mangwho 

all defire a more particular account of the ſeveral Alterations in any part of 
he Liturg y, ſhall take the pains to compare the pron Book with the former ; 
we doubt not but the reaſon of the change may eaſtly appear. 

And having thus endeavoured te d;ſcharee our duties in this weighty Af 
fair, as in the fight of God, and to approve our ſincerity therein ( [0 far as 
layin ns) to the conſciences of all men ; although we know it impoſſible (in 
ſuch wariety of apprehenſions, humours and intereſts as are in the world) to 
pleaſe all ; nor can expect that men of factions, peeviſh, and perverſe ſpirits 
ſhould be ſatisfied with any thing that can be doxe in this kind by any other 
then themſelves : Tet we have good hope, that what # here preſented, and bath 
been by the Comvocations of both Provinces with preat diligence examined and 
epproved, will be alſo well accepted and approved by all ſober, peaceable, and 
prily conſcientious Sons of the Church of England. 
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ie etaeR epHere was never any thing by the wit of man ſo well deviſed, or 
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I hy been corrupted: As, among other things, it may plainly ap- 
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ear by the Common Prayers in the Church,, commonly cal- 


. D% led Divine Service. The firſt original and ground whereof if 
I 09:00:05 a man would ſearch ous by the ancient Fathers, he ſhall find 
_ that the ſame was not ordained but of a good purpoſe,and for 
a great advancement of godlineſs: For they ſo ordered the matter,that all the 
whole Bible, ( or the greateſt part thereof ) ſhould be read over once every 
year; intending thereby; that the Clergy, and eſpecially ſuch as were Mini- 
ſters in the Congregation, ſhould (by often reading, and meditation in Gods 
Word ) be ſtirred upto godlineſs themſelves, and be more able to exhort o- 
thers-by. wholſom doctrine, and to confute them that were Adverſaries to the 
Truth; and further, that the people (by daily hearing of holy Scripture read 
in the Church ) might continually profit more and more in the knowledge of 
God, and be the more inflamed with the love of his true Religion. | 
But theſe many years paſſed, this godly and decent Order of the ancient Fa- 
thers hath been ſo altered, broken, and neglected, by planting in uncertain Sto- 
ries and Legends, with moltitude of Reſponds, Verles, vain Repetitions, Com- 
memorations and Synodals ; that commonly, when =_ Book of the Bible was 
begun, after three or four Chapters were read out, all the reſt were unread. 
Ard in this ſort the Book of 1/azah was begun in Advent, and the Book of Ge- 
neſis in Septicazeſima ;, but they were only begun and never read through : Af- 
ter like ſort were other Books of holy Scripture uſed. And moreover, whereas 
St. Paul would have ſuch language ſpoken to the uu le in the Church, as they 
mizht underſtand, and have profit by hearing the ſame; the Service in this 
Church of England theſe many years, hath been read in Latin to the people , 
which they underſtand not ; ſo that they have heard with their ears onely, and 
their heart, ſpirit, and mind have not been edified thereby. And furthermore, 
notwithſtanding that the ancient Fathers have divided the Pſalms into ſeven 
Portions, whereof every one was called a Nofurn : now of late time, a few of 
them have been daily ſaid, and the reſt utterly omitted. Moreover, the nvm- 
ber and hardne6 of the Rules called the Pre, and the manifold changings of the 
Service was the canſe; that to turn the Book onely was &o hard and intricate a 


matter, that many times there was more buſineſs to find out wha: ſhculd be read, . 


then torcad it when it was found out. 

Three inconveniences thereof conſidered, here is ſet forth ſuch an Order, 
wherebſy the ſame ſhall be redreſſed. And for a readineſs in this matter, here i; 
drawn out a Kalendar for that purpoſe, which is plainand eaſie to be under- 
ſtood; wherein (fo much as may be) the reading of holy Scriptureis fo Yet forth 
that all things ſhall be done in order. without breaking one piece from a nother. 
For this cn be cut off Anthems, Reſponds, Invitatories, and ſuch like things 
as did break the continual courſe of the reading of the Scripture. 

Yet, becauſe there is no remedy, but that of neceſſity there muſt be ſome 
Rules:therefore certain Rules are here ſet forth;which,as they are few in num- 
ber, ſo they are plain andeaſie to be underſtood. So that here you have an Or- 
der for Prayer, and for the reading of the holy Scripture, much agrecable to 
the mind and purpoſe of the old Fathers, and a great deal more profitable and 
*confmodious, then that which of late was uſed. It is more profitable, becauſe 
here are left out many things, whereof ſome are untrue, ſome uncertain, ſome 
vain and ſuperſtitious; and nothing is ordained to be read but the very pure 
Word of God, the holy Scriptures, or that which is agreeable to the ſame

and that inſuch alan and order, as Is moſt exfie and plain fbr the nnder- 
ſtanding both of the Readers and Hearers. It is alſo more commodious, both 
forthe ſhortneſs thereof, and for the plainneſs of the Order, and for that the 
_ Rulesbe few and eaſie. | | 
And whereas heretofore there nach {oe great diverſity in ſaying and ſingin 
1n Churches within this Realm ; ſome following Salisbury Uſe, ſome _—_ 
Uſe, and femethe Uſe of Bangor, ſome of .York,, ſome of Lincolne ;, now fr 
' henceforth all the whole Realm ſhall have but one Uſe. 

And foraſmuch as nothing-can be ſo plainly ſet forth, but doubts may ari in 
the uſe and praftice of the ſame , weppeals all ſuch diverſity ( if any ariſe ) 
and for the reſolution of all ——— the manner how to underſt 
do, and execute the things contained in this Book; the parties that ſo doubt, or 

guy take any thing, alway reſort to the Biſhop of the Dioceſs, who by 
his diſcretion ſhall order for the quieting and appeaſing of the ſame ; 
that the fame order be not-contrary to any thing contained in this Book. And 
x the Biſhop of the Dioceſs be in doubt, then he may ſend for the reſolution 
thereof to the Arch-biſhop. 
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S607 it be appointed, Toat all things ſhall be read and 
ſung in the Church in the Englifh Tongue, to the end, that the 


Congregation may be thereby edified;, yet ut is not meant, but 
that Sow men ſay Morning and Evening Prayer privately, they 
| WE may ſay the ſame in any Language that they themſelves do un- 
TG derfard. 


And all Prieſts and Deacons are to ſay daily the Morning and Evening Pray- 
er, either privately or openly, not being let by ſickneſs, or ſome other urgent 


Cauſe, 


And the Curate that miniftreth in every Pariſh-Church or Chappel, being 
at home, and not being otherwiſe reaſonably hindred , ſhall ſay the ſame m 
the Pariſh-Church or Chappel where he minifireth, and ſhall cauſe a Bell to be 
tolled thereunto a convenient time before be begin, that the people may come to heas 
Gods Word, and to pray with him. |

And although the keeping or omitting ofa Ceremony, init ſelf confi- 
dered, is but a ſmall thing ; yer the wilful and contempruous nan | 
ſionand breaking ofa common Order and Difcipline, is no ſmall of- 
fence before God, Ler all things be done among you, faith St. Paul, in « 
ſeemly and due order ; The appointment ofthe which order pertaineth 
not to privatemen ; thereforeno man ought totake in hand, orpreſume 
ro appoint or alter any publick or Common Order in Chrifts Church, 
except he be lawfully called and authorized thereunto. 
* nd whereas inthis our time, the minds of men are fo diverſe, that 
ſome think it a great matter of conſcience to depart from a piece of the 
leaſt of their Ceremonies, they be fo addiCted to theirold cuſtoms ; and 
again on the other fide, ſome be ſo new-fangled, that they would in- 
novate all things and deſpiſe the ofd;that nothing can like them, but that 
i5 new : It was thought expedient, not ſo much to have refpett how to 
pleaſe and fatisfie either of theſe parties, as how to pleaſe God,and pro- 
fir them both. And yer leſt any man ſhould be offended, whom good | 
reaſorr might fatisfie, here be certain cauſes rendred, why fome of the 
accuſtomed Ceremonies be put away, and ſome retainedand kept ſtill. 
Some are put away, becauſe the great exceſs and multitude of them 
hath ſo increaſed in theſe latter days, that the burthen of them was in- 
tolerable ; whereof St. Angnuſtize in his time complained, that they 
were grown to ſuch a number, that the eſtate of Chriſtian People was 
in worſe caſe concerning that matter, then were the Jews. And he 
counſelled, that ſuch yoke and burthen ſhould be taken away, as time 
would ſerve quietly to do it. But what would St. Ay ize have faid, if 
he had ſeen the Ceremonies of late dayes uſed among us ; whereunto 
the multitude uſed in his time was not to be compared? This our exceſ- 
ſivemultirude of Ceremonies was ſo great, and many of them ſo dark, 
that they did more confound and darken, then declare and ſet forth 
Chriſts Boar untous. And beſides this, Chriſts Goſpel is not a Cere- 


momial Law (as much of Mes Law wa s) but it is a Religion to ve 
: oe | 


God, not in bondage of the figure or ſhadow, but in the freedom of 
the ſpirit ; being content onely” with thoſe Ceremonies wich do 
ſerve toadecent Order, and godly diſcipline, as ſuch and be = to ſtir 


up thedul mind ofman tothe remembrance of his duty to God,by ſome 
notable and ſpecial ſignification,whereby he might be edified. Further- 
more,the molt weighty cauſe of theaboliſhment of certain Ceremonies 
was, That they were ſo far abuſed 7 by the ſuperſtitious blindneſs 
of the rude and unlearned, and partly bythe unſatiable avarice of fuch 
as ſought more their own lucre, then the glory of God, that the abuſes 
could not well be taken away,the thing remaining ſtill. 

But now as concerning thoſe perſons, which peradventure will be 
offended, for that ſome of the old Ceremonies are retained ſtill : If they 
conſider, that without ſome Ceremonies it 15 not poſſible to keep any 
Order or quiet Diſcipline in the Church, they ſhall eaſily perceive juſt 
cauſe to reform their judgments. And if they think much, that any of 
the old do remain, and would rather have all deviſed a new : then {ich 
men granting ſome Ceremonies convenient to be had, ſurely where the 
old may be well uſed, there they cannot reaſonably reprove the old only 
for thier age, without bewarying of their own folly. For in ſuch a caſe 
they ought rather to have reverence unto them for their antiquity, if, 
they will declare themſelves to b&more {tudious of unity and concord, 
then of inngvations & new-fangleneſs, which /as much as may be with 
true ſetting forth of ChriſtsReligion is always to beeſchewed.Further- 
more, ſuch ſhall have no juſt cauſe with the Ceremonies reſerved to be 
offended. For as thoſe are takenaway which were moſtabuſed, and did 
burden-mens conſ{ciences without any cauſe ; ſo the other that remain, 
areretained for a Diſcipline and Order, which (upon juſt cauſes) may 
be altered and changed, and therefore are not to be eſteemed equal 
with Gods Law. And moreover, they be neither dark nor dumb Cere- 
monies, but are ſo let forth, that every man may underſtand what they 
do.mean, and to what uſe they do ſerve. So that it is not like that they 
intime to come ſhould be abuſed as other have been. And intheſe our 
doings we. condemn no other Nations, nor preſcribe any thing but to 

our ow n people only : For we think it convenient, that every Countre 
{hquld uſe ſuch Ceremonies as they ſhall think beſt to the ſetting fort 
ofGods honour and glory,and to the reducing of the people to a moſt 
perfeCt and godly living,without errour or ſuperſtition ; and that they 
{ſhould put away other things, which from time to time they perceive 
to be m oſtabuſed, as in mens ordinances it often chanceth diverſly in 
d ivers Countreys.

Then the ſouldiers of 
the governour took Jeſus into the common hall, and ga- 
chered unto him the whole band of ſouldiers. And they 
ſtripped him, and pur on him a ſcarlet robe. And when 
they had platted a crown of thorns, they pur it upon his 
head, and a recd in his right hand: and they bowed the 
knee before him, and mocked him, ſaying, Hail, king 
of the Jews. And they ſpit upon him, and took the reed, 
and ſmote him on the head. And after that they had 
mocked him, they took the robe oft from him, andput 
his own raiment on him, and led him away to crucific 
him. And as they came out, they found a man of Cy- 
rene, Simon by name: him they compelled to bear his 
croſs. And when they were comeuntoaplace called Gol- 
gotha, that 1s to ſay, a place of a ſcull, 7 wo gave him vi- 
neger to drink, mingled with gall: and when he had taſt- 
ed thereof, he would nor drink. And they crucified him, 
and parted his garments, caſting lots : that it might be ful- 
filled, which was ſpoken by the prophet, They parted 
my garments among them, and upon my veſture did they 
caſt lots. And ſitting down, they watched 'him ' there; 
and ſet up over his head his accuſation written, THIS 
ISTJESUS THE KING OF THE JEWS. 
Then were there twothieyes crucified with him : one on | 
the right hand, and another on the left. And they that 
paſſed by, reviled him, wagging their heads, and fay- 
ing, Thou that deſtroyeſt the temple, and buildeſt it 1n 
three days, ſave thy ſelf: if thou be the Son of God, 
come down from the croſs. Likewiſe alſo the chicf 
prieſts mocking him, with the ſcribes and elders, ſaid, He 
ſaved others, himſelf he cannot ſave: 1ft he be the King 
of Iſrael, let him now come down from the croſs, and 
we w1ll believe him.. He truſted in God ; let him del- 
ver himnow if he will have him : for he aid, I am the 
Son of God. The thieves alſo which were crucified 
with him, caſt the ſame in his teeth. Now from the 
lixth hour there was darkneſs over all the land, unto

the ninth hour. And about the ninth hour, Jeſus cried 
with a loud voice, ſaying, Eli, Eli, lama ſabachthani ? that 
is to ſay, My God, my God, why haſt thou forſakenme? 
Some of them that ſtood there, when they heard that, 
ſaid, This man calleth for Elias. And ftraightway one 
of them, ran, and took a ſpunge, and filled it with vine- 
ger, and putitona reed, and gave him to drink. The 
re{t ſaid, Let be, let us ſee whether Elias will come to fave 
him. Jeſus when he had cried again with a loud yoice, 
yielded up the ghoſt. And behold, the vail of the tem- 
ple was rent in twain from the top tothe bottom, and the 
earth did quake, and the rocks rent, and the graves were 
opened, and many bodies of ſaints which ſlept, aroſe, and 
came out of the graves after his reſurrection, and went in- 
to the holy city, and appeared unto many. Now when 
the centurion, and they that were with him, watching Je- 
ſus, ſaw the earthquake, and thoſe things that were done, 


a feared greatly, ſaying, Truly this was the ſon of

. ſaying, This 1s the bloud of the teſtament, which God 
hathenjoyned unto. you. Morcover he ſprinkled likewiſe 
with bloud both the tabernacle, and all the veſſels of the 
miniſtry. And almoſt all things are by the law purged 
with bloud ; and without ſhedding of bloud 1s no remuſ- 
fion.It-was therefore neceſſary that the patterns of things 
in the heavens ſhould be purified with theſe;bur the hea- 
venly things themſelves with better ſacrifices then theſe. 
For Chriſt is not entred into the holy places made with 
hands, whichare the figures of the true, but into heaven 
it ſelf,now to appear in the preſence of God for us; nor yet 
that he ſhould offer himſelf often,as the high prieſt ent- 
 rethinto the holy placeevery year with bloud of others : 
for then muſt he often have ſuffered ſince the foundation 
of the world; but now once in the end of the world, hath 
he appeared to put away fin by the ſacrifice of himſelf.

Ye are 
they which have continued with me in my temptations. 
AndI appoint unto you a kingdom, as my Father hath 
appointed unto me ; that ye may eat and drink at my 
table in my kingdom, and fit on thrones, judging the 
twclve tribes of Iſracl. And the Lord ſaid, Simon,Simon, 
' behold, Satan hath deſired to have you, that he may ſitt 
you as wheat: Burt I have prayed for thee, that thy faith 
fail not ; and when thouarr converted, ſtrengthen thy 
brethren. And he ſaid unto him, Lord] am ready to go 
with thee both into priſon and to death. And he ſaid, I 
te]l thee, Peter, the cock ſhall not crow this day, before 
that thou ſhalt thrice deny that thou knoweſt me. And he 
ſaid unto them , When I ſent you without purſe , and 
{crip,and ſhoes, lacked ye any thing ? And they ſaid, No- 
thing. Then ſaid he unto them, But now, he that hath a 
urſe,let him take it, and likewiſe his ſcrip: and he that 
ach no ſword,let him ſell his garment,and buy one. For 
I fay unto you, That this that 1s written, muſt yet be ac- 
compliſhed in me, And he was reckoned among the | 
rranſgreſſours : for the things concerning me haye an 
cnd.And they ſaid, Lord, bchold herearetwo ſwords. And 
he ſaid unto them, It 1s enough. And he came out, and 
went, as he was wont, to the mount of Olives, and 
his diſciples alſo followed him. And when he was at the 
place, he ſaid unto them, Pray , that ye center not 
into temptation. And he was withdrawn from them 
about a ſtones caſt, and kneeled down and prayed, 
ſaying , Father, 1f thou be willing, remoye this cup 


from 
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om me: nevertheleſs, not my will, but thinebe done. 
And there appeared an angel unto him from heaven, 
ſtrengthening him. And being in an agony, he prayed 
morecarneltly ; and his ſweat was as 1t were great drops 
of bloud falling down to the ground. And when he 
roſe up from prayer , and was come to his diſciples, he 
found them {leeping for ſorrow , and faid unto them, 
Why ſleep ye? riſeand pray, leſt yeenter into temptati- 
on. And while he yet ſpake, behold,a multitude,and he 
that was called Judas, one of the twelve, went before 
chem.and drew nearunto Jeſus tokifs him. But Jeſus ſaid 
unto him, Judas, betrayeſt thou the Son of man with a 
kiſs > When they who were about him, ſaw what would 
follow, they faid unto him, Lord, ſhall we ſmite with the 
ſword ? And one of them ſmote theſervant of the high 
prieſt,and cut off his right car. And Jeſus anſwered and - 
ſaid, Suffer ye thus far. And he touched hisear, and 
healed him. Then Jeſus ſaid unto thechicf prieſts, and ca- 
ptains of the temple, and the elders who werecome to 
him, Be ye come outas againſt a rhief with ſwords and 
ſtaves? When 1 was daily with you in the temple, ye 
ftretched forth no hands againſt me: but this is your 
hour,and the power of darkne(s.Then took they him,and 
led him, and brought him 1nto the high pricſts houſe, 
and Peter followed afar off. And when they had kindled 
4 fire inthe midſt of the hall , and were ſet down toge- 
ther, Peter ſatdown among them. But a certain maid - 
beheld him, as heſar by the fire, and earneſtly looked 
upon him,and ſaid, This man was alſo with him. And he 
denied him, ſaying, Woman, Iknow him not. And af- 
cer a little whileanother ſaw him, and ſaid, Thou art alſo 
of them. And Peterſaid, Man, I amnort. And about the 
ſpaceof 'one hour after, another confidently affirmed, 
ſaymg, Of a truth this fellow alſo was with him ; for he 
1s a Galilean. And Peter ſaid, Man, I know not 
what thou ſayeſt. And immediately while he yet ſpake, 
the cock crew. And the Lord turned, and looked upon 
Peter ;. and Peter remembred the word of the Lord, 
how he had ſaid unto him, Before the cock crow, thou 
ſhalt deny me thrice, And Peter went out and wept

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bitterly. And-the men that held Jefus, mocked him,and 


ſmote him. And when they had blind-folded him, they 


truck him on the face, and asked him, laying, Prophe- 
fie, who is it thatſmote thee ? And many other things 
blaſphemouſly ſpake they againſt him. And as ſoon as 
it was day, theclders of the pcople,and the chit prieſts, 
and the ſcribes came together and led him into their 
councel.ſaying,Art thouthe Chriſt ? tell us. And hefaid 
unto them, It I tell you, you will not believe. And if I 
alſo ask you,yau will not anſwer me, nor let me go.Here- 
after ſhall the Son of man fit on the right hand of the. 
power of God. Then ſaid they all, Art thou then the Son 
of God ? And he ſaid unto them, Ye ſay that Iam. And 
they ſaid, What need weany further witneſs? for we our 
{elves have heard of his own mouth.

And Pilate asked him faying,Art thouthe 
King of the Jews? And he anſwered hmnand ſaid, Thou 
ſayeſt it. Then ſaid Pilate to the chief pricſts and to the 
people, I find no faultinthis man. And they were the 
more fierce, ſaying , He ſtirreth up the people , teach- 
ing throughout all Jewry, beginning from Galiſce to 
this place. When Pilate heard of Galilee, he asked 
whether the man were a Galilean. And as ſoon as he

thattime. And when Herod ſaw Jefus, he was cxceed- 
ng glad, forhe was deſirous to fee hmm of a long ſea- 
lon, becauſe he had heard many things of him, and he 
| hoped to hayefeen Tome miracedone by him, Then he 
queſtioned withhm in many words ; but he anſwer- 
ed him nothing. And the chicf prieſts , and ſcribes 
ſtood and ychemently accufed him. And Herod. with 


He whole multitude of them aroſe, and led him ,

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his menof war ſet him at nought,and mocked him,and 
arayed him in a gorgeousrobe,and ſent him again to Pi. 
late. And- the ſame day Pilate and Herod were made 
friends together;for before they were at enmuty between 
themſelyes. And Pilate, when he had called together the 
chic{prieſts,and therulers,and thepeople,faid unto them, 
Ye have brought this man unto me,as one that pervert- 
cththe people,and behold,l having examined hura before * 
you, have found no fault in this man touching thoſe 
things whereof ye accuſe him : No,nor yct Herod : for 
ſent you tohim,and lo, nothing worthy of deathis done 
unto him. I will therefore chaſtiſe him, and releaſe him 
For of neceſfity he muſt releaſe one unto them at the 
Feaſt. And they cried out all at once, ſaying, Away with 
this man,and releaſe unto us Barabbas : (Who for accr- 
tain ſedition made in the city,and tor murder was calt in 
priſon) Pilate therefore willing to releaſe Jeſus, ſpakea- 
g4in to them.But they cricd,ſaying,Crucifhe him,crucifie 
him.” And he ſaid unto them the third ume, Why, what 
evil hatch he done? I have found no cauſe of deathin 
him: I will therefore chaſtife him, and lethun ga. And 
they were inſtant wit toud voices, requiring that he 
might'becrucified : and the voices of them, and ofthe 
chief prieſts prevailed. And Pilate gave ſentence, thatir 
ſhould beastheyrequired:And hereleaſed untothem, him 
that for ſedition and murder was caſt into priſon, whom 
they had deſired ; buthe delivered Jeſus totheir will. And 
as they led him away, they laid hold upon one Simon a 
Cyrenian, coming out of the countrey, and on. himthey 
laid the croſs,that he might bear it-after Jeſus. And there 
followed hima great company of people,and of women, 
who alſo.bewailed and Han if 205 But Jeſus turning 
unto them,ſaid, Daughters of Jeruſalem, weep:not for 
me,but weep for your ſelyes,and for your.children. For 
behold, the days.are comung, in which they ſhall ſay, 
Blefled are the barren , and thewombs that never bare, 
and the paps which , never gave ſuck. Then ſhall they 
in to ſay. to, the mountains, Fall onus; and to the. 
hills, Cover us. For if they do theſethings in a green. | 
tree, what ſhall. bz don e.n the dry? And gacre wel 
a 
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alſo two other malefaRours led with him to be put to 
death. And when they were come to'the place which is 
called Calyary, there they crucified him, and the male- 
factours, one onthe right hand , and the other on the 
left. Then faid Jeſus, Father, forgive them, for they know 

- not what they do. And they parted his raiment, and caſt 
lots. And the people ſtood beholding ; and the rulers 
alſo with them derided him, ſaying, He ſaved others, let 
him fave himſelf, if he be Chriſt the choſen of God. 
And the ſouldiers alſo mocked him, coming to him, and 
offering him vineger, and ſaying, If thou be the King 
of the Jews, fave thy ſelf. And a ſuperſcription alſo was 
written over him in letters of Greek, and Latin, and 
Hebrew,THIS IS THE KING OF THE JEWS. 
And oneof the malefactours, which were hanged, railed 
on him, ſaying, If thou be Chriſt, fave thy (elf and us. 
But the other anſwering, rebuked him, ſaying, Doſt not 
thou fear God,ſecing thou art in the ſame condemnation? 
And we indeed juſtly ; for we receive the due reward of 
our deeds, but this man hath' done nothing amiſs. 
And he ſaid unto Jeſus, Lord, remember me when thou 
comeſt into thy kingdom. And Jeſus ſaid unto him , 
Verily I ſay unto thee, To day ſhalt thou be with me 
in paradiſe. And itwas about the ſixth hour. And there 
was a darkneſs over all the carth, until the ninth hour. 
And the ſun was darkened , and the vail of the temple 
was rentin themidſt. And when Jeſus had cried with a © 
loud voice, he ſaid, Father, into thy hands Icommend 
my ſpirit : and having ſaid thus, he gave up the ghoſt. 
Now when the centurion ſaw what was done, he glo- 
rified God, ſaying, Certainly this was a righteous man. 
And all the people that came together to that ſight, 
beholding the things that were done, ſmote their breaſts, 
and returned. And all his acquaintance, and the wo- 
men that followed him frem Galilec, ſtood afar off, be- 
holding theſe things.

Wherefore when he cometh into the world, he ſaith, Sa- 
crifice and offering thou wouldeſt not, but a body haſt 
thou prepared me: In burnt-offerings, and ſacrifices for 
fin thou haſt had no pleaſure: Then ſaid I, Lo, I come (in 
the. yolume of the book it is written of me) todothy will, 
O God. Above, when he ſaid, Sacrifice and offering, and 
burnt-offerings, and offering for ſin thou wouldeſt nor, 
neither hadſt pleaſure therein, which are offered by thelaw: 
Then ſaid he,Lo, I come to do thy will,O God. He taketh 
away the firſt, that he may eſtabliſh the ſecond. By the 
which will we are ſan&tified, through the offering of the - 
body of Jeſus Chriſt oncefor all. And every prieſt ſtand- 
eth daily miniſtring, and offering oftentimes the ſame ſa- 
crifices, which can never take away fins. But this man af- 
ter he had offercd one ſacrifice for (ins, for eyerſat down 
 ontheright hand of God; from henceforth expecting till 
his enenues be made his footſtool.

Pilate faith unto them, 
Take ye him, and crucifhe him: for Ihnd nofault mhim. 
The Jews anſwered him, We have a law, and by our 
haw he ought to die, becauſe he made himſelf the Son 
of God. When Pilate therefore heard that ſaying, he 
was.the more afraid ; and went again into the judgment- 
hall, and ſaith unto Jefus, Whence art thou ? Burt Jelus 
gaye him no anſwer. Then faith Pilate unto him, 
Speakeſt thou not unto me? knoweſt thou not, that 1 
have power to ctucife thee, and have power to relcafe 
thee? Jeſus anſwered, Thou couldeſt haye no power at 
all againſt me, except it were given thee from above : 
therefore he that delivered me untothee harh the greater 
fin. And from thenceforth Pilate fought to releale him : 
But the Jews cryed out, ſaying, If thou let this man go, 
thou art not Cefars. friend : Whoſoever maketh himſelf 
a king, ſpeaketh againſt Ceſar. When Pilate therefore 
heard that ſaying, he brought Jeſus forth, and fat down 
in the judgment-ſeat, in a place that is called. the Pa- 
vement, but in the Hebrew, Gabbatha: And i was 
the preparation of the paſloyer, and about the ſixth 
hour: and he ſaith unto the Jews, Behold your king. 
But they crycd out, Away with him, away with him, 
erucifhe him. Pilate ſauh unto: them, Shall I crucific 
your king? The chief Prieſts. anſfwered,, We have 
no king but Ceſar. Then deliyercd he him therefore 


unto:

unto them to be crucified : and they took Jeſus and led 
him away. And he bearing his croſs, went forth into: 
a place called the place of a ſcull, which is called in 
the Hebrew, Golgotha : Where they crucified him, 
and two other with him, on either fide one, and Je- 
fus in the midſt. And Pilate wrote a title, and put it on 
. "thecrofs. And the writing was, JESUS OF NA- 
ZARETH THE KING OF THE JEWS. This 
title then read many of the Jews: for the place where 
Jeſus was crucified was nigh to the city : and it was writ- 
ten in Hebrew, and Greek, and Latme-. Then ſaid the 
chief prieſt of the Jews to Pilate, Write not, The king 
of the Jews; burtthat he ſaid, I am the king of the Jews. 
Pilate anſwered, What I have written, I have written. 
Then the ſouldiers, when they had crucified Jeſus; took 
his garments ( and made four parts, to every ſouldier a 
part ) and alſo his coat : now the coat was without ſeam, 
woven from the top throughout. They ſaid therefore 
among themſelves, Let us not rend ut, but cat lots for 
It whoſe ic ſhall be : thatthe Scripture might befulfilled, 
which ſaith, They parted my raiment among them, and 
for my veſture they did caſt lots. Theſe things there-. 
fore the ſouldiers did. Now there ſtood by the croſs of 
Jeſus, his mother, and his mothers ſiſter, Mary the wife 
of Cleophas, and Mary Magdalene. When Jeſus there- 
fore ſaw his mother, and the diſciple ſtanding by, whom. 
heloved, he ſaith unto his mother, Woman, behold thy 
fon. Then faith he to the diſciple, Behold thy mother. 
And from that -hour that diſciple took her unto his own: 
home. After this, Jeſus knowing that all things were 
now accompliſhed, that the Scripture might be tulfilled, 
faith, I chirſt. Now there was ſet a veſſel ful of vineger:. 
and they filled a ſpunge with vineger, and put 1t upon. 
byfſop, and put it to his mouth. When Jeſus there- 
fore had recaved the vineger, he ſaid, It is finiſhed: and. 
he bowed his head, and gave up the ghoſt. The Jews. 
therefore becauſe it was the preparation, that the bo- 
dies ſhould. not remain upon the croſs on the ſabbath- 
day ( for that ſabbath-day was an high day ) beſought 
Pilate that their legs might be broken, and thac they 
d 3. might 


might be taken away. Then came the ſouldiers, and 
brake the legs of the firſt, and of the other which was cru- 
cified with him. But when they came to Jeſus, and ſaw 
that he was dead already,they brake not his legs. But one 
of the ſouldiers witha ſpear pierced his ſfide,and forthwith 
came there out blood and water. And he that ſaw 1tbare 
record, and his record is true: and he knoweth that he 
faith true, that ye might believe. For theſe things were 
done, that the Scripture ſhould be fulfilled, Abone of him

being put to death in the fleſh, but quickened 
by the Spirit : by which alſo he went and preached unto 
the ſpirits 1n prifon ; which ſometime were difobedient, 
when once the long-ſuffering of God waited in the days 
of Noah while the ark was a preparing , wherein few, 
that 1s, eight ſouls, were ſaved by water. The like figure 
whereunto, even baptiſm, doth alſo now ſave us, (not the 
putting away the filth of the fleſh, but the anſwer of a good 
conſcience towards God ) by the reſurreftion of Jeſus 
Chriſt : who 15 goneinto heaven,and 1s on the right hand 
of God, angels, and authorities, and powers being made 
Gbjetunto him. The

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delivered. And when Joſeph had taken 
the body, he wrapped it in a clean linen cloth, and laid 
it in his own new tomb, which he had hewn out 1n the 
rock; and he rolled a great ſtone to the door of. the ſe- 

pulchre, and departed. And there was Mary Magdatene, 

and the other Mary, ſitting over againſt the ſcpulchre. 
Now the next day that loved the day of the prepara- 

tion, the chicf Prieſts and Phariſees came together unto 
Pilate, ſaying, Sir, we remember that that deceiver ſaid, 

while he was yet alive, After three days I will rife again. 

Command therefore that the ſepulchre be made ſure un- 
til the third day, leſt his diſciples come by night and ſteal 
him away, and ſay unto the people, He is riſen fromthe 

dead: ſothe laſt errour ſhall be worſe then the firſt. Pilate 

ſid unto them, Ye have a watch, go your way,make it as 

ſure as you can. So they went and made the ſepulchre 

ure, ſealing the ſtone, and ſetting a watch.

Contrarily, con- 
found Satan and Antichriſt, with all hirelings, 
whom thou haſt already caſt of into a reprobate 
ſenſe, that they may not by ſe&@s, ſchiſms, here- 
ſies, and errors diſquiet thy little flock. And be- 
cauſe, O Lord, we be fallen into the latter days 
and dangerous times, wherein ignorance hath got- 
ten the upper hand, and Satan by his miniſters 
ſeeketh by all means to quench the light of thy 
goſpel ; we beſeech thee to maintain thy cauſe a- 
gainſt thoſe ravening wolves, and ſtrengthen all 
thy ſervants whom they Sony in priſon and bon- 
dage. Let not- thy long-ſuffering be an occaſion 
either to increaſe their tyranny, or to diſcourage 
thy children ; neither yet let'our ſins and wicked- 
neſs be an hindrance to thy mercies, but with 
ſpeed, O Lord, conſider theſe great miſeries. For 
thy people Iſrael many times by their ſins provo- 
ked thine anger, and thou puniſh*dſt them by thy 
juſt judgment : yet though their ſins were never 
ſo grievous, if they once returned from their ini- 
quity, thou receivedit them to mercy. We there- 
fore, moſt wretched ſinners, bewail our manifold 
{1ns, and earneſtly repent us of our former wick- 
edneſs, and ungodly behaviour towards thee : and 
whereas we cannot of our ſelves purchaſe thy par- 
don, yet we humbly beſeech thee for Jeſus Chriſts 
ſake, to ſhew thy mercies upon us, and receive 
us again to thy fayour. Grant us, dear Father, 
theſe our requeſts, and. all other things neceſſary 
for us and thy whole Church, according to thy 
promiſe in Jeſus Chriſt our Lord : In whoſe name 
we beſeech thee as he hath taught us, ſaying, 
Our Father which art, &c.

pity, we acknowledge and confeſs that we

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to accept the obedience and death of thy Son Jeſus 
Chriſt, who by offering up his body in ſacrifice 
once for all, hath made a ſuſhcient recompence for 
all our ſins. Have mercy therefore upon us, O 
Lord, and forgive us our offences. Teach vs by 
thy holy Spirit that we may rightly weigh them, 
and earneſtly repent us for the ſame. And ſo much 
the rather, O Lord, becauſe that the reprobate 
and ſuch as thou haſt forſaken cannot praiſe thee, 
nor all upon thy Name, but the repenting heart, 
the ſorrowful mind, the conſcience oppreſſed , 
hungring and thirſting for thy grace, ſhall ever 
ſet forth thy praiſe and glory.

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3 Believe and confeſs my Lord God eternal, infi- 
nite, unmeaſurable, incomprehenſible, and in- 
viſible, one in ſubſtance, and-three in perſon, Fa- 
ther, Son, and Holy Ghoſt ; who by his Almigh- 
ty power and wiſdom, hath not only of nothing 
created Heaven and Earth, and all things therein 
contained, and man after his own image, that he 
might in him-be glorified ; but alſo by his fatherly 
Providence governeth , maintaineth, and prefer- 
| veth the ſame according to the purpoſe of his 
will. | 
I believe alſo and confeſs Jeſus Chriſt the only 
Saviour and Meſlias : who being equal with God, 
made himſelf of no reputation, but took on him 
the ſhape of a Servant, and became man in all 
things likeunto us, except ſin, to aſlure us of mer- 
cy and forgiveneſs. For when through our Father 
Adam's tranſgreſſion, we were become Children of 
perdition, there was no means to bring us from the 
yoke of ſin and damnation, but only Jeſus Chriſt 
our Lord; who giving us that by grace, which 
was his by nature, made us through faith the Chil- 
dren of God : Who when the fulneſs of time 
was come, was conceived by the power of the Ho- 
ly Ghoſt, born of the Virgin Mary according to 
the Fleſh, and preached #n Earth the Goſpel of 
ſalvation : till at leneth by tyranny of the Prieſts, 
he was guiltleſs condemned under Pontius Pilate 
then Preſident of Jewry , and molt flanderouſly 
hanged on the Croſs between two Thieves; as a 
notorious Treſpaſſer, where taking upon him the 
puniſhment of our ſins, he delivered us from the 
curſe of the Law. And foraſmuch as he being on- 
ly God could not feel death, neither being only 
man could overcome death ; he joyned both toge- 
ther, and ſuffered his humanity to be puniſhed 
with moſt cruel death, feeling in himſelf the anger 
and ſevere judgment of God, even as he had been 
in extreme torments of Hell, and therefore cryed 
witha loud voice, y God, my God, why haſt thou 
forſaken me ? Thus of his mercy without compul- 
ſion, he offercd up himſelf as the-only Sacrifice 
to purge the ſins of all the World { So that all o- 
ther Sacrifices for ſin are blafphemous, and dero- 
gate from the ſufficiency hereof. Which death 
albeit it did ſufficiently reconcile ns to God, yet 
the Scriptures commonly do attribute our regene- 
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ration to his reſurretion. For as by riſing agaii 
from the Grave the third day, he conquered 
death ; even ſo the Vittory of our faith ſtandeth . 
in His reſurreftion : and therefore without the 
one we cannot feel the benefits of the other. 
For as by his death fin was taken away, ſo our 
righteouſneſs was reſtored by his reſurreion. 
And becauſe he would accompliſh all things, and 
take poſleſſion for us in his Kingdom, he aſcended 
into Heaven to enlarge the ſame Kingdom by the 
abundant power of his Spirit, by whom we ate 
moſt aſſured of his continual interceſſion towards 
God the Father for us. And although he be in 
Heaven as touching his corporal preſence, where 
the Father hath now ſet him at his right hand, com- 
mitting unto him the adminiſtration of all thingsas 
well in Heaven aboye as in the Earth beneath, yet is 
he preſent with us his Members, even to the end of 
the World, in preſerving and governing vs with 
his effeCtual power and grace: Who, when all 
things are fulfilled which God hath ſpoken by the 
mouth of all his Prophets ſince the World began, 
will come in the {ame viſible form in the whith he 
aſcended, with an unſpeakable Majeſty , Power, . 
and Company, to ſeparate the Lambs from the 
Goats, the Elect from the Reprobate : ſo thar 
none whether he be alive then, or dead before, 
ſhall eſcape his judgment. 

Moreover, I believeand confeſs the Holy Ghoſt; 
God equal with the Father and the Son ; who re- 
generateth and fanCctifieth us, ruleth and guideth 
us unto all truth, perſwading moſt aſſuredly in our 
conſciences , that we be the Children of God, 
Brethren to Jeſus Chriſt, and Fellow-Heirs with 
him of life everlaſting. 

Yet notwithitanding it is not ſufficient to believe 
that God is omnipotent and mercitul, that Chriſt 
hath made ſatisfaftion, or that the Holy Ghoſt 
hath his power and effect, except we do apply the 
ſame benefits to us which are Gods Elect. Ibe- 
lieve therefore and confeſs one holy Church: 
which (as Members of Jeſus Chriſt the only Head 
thereof) conſent in faith, hope, and charity, u- 
ſing the gifts of God, whether they be temporal 
or ſpiritual, to the profit and furtherance of the 
ſame, Which Church is not ſeen to mans eye, 
but only known to God : who of the loſt Sons of 
Adam hath ordained ſome as Veſſels of wrath to 
damnation, and hath choſen others as Veſſels of 
his mercy to be ſaved ; the which in due time he 
calleth to integrity of life, and godly converſati- 
on, to make them a glorious Church in himſelf. 
But that Church which is viſible and feen to the 
eye, hath three tokens and marks whereby it may 
be known. Firſt, The word of God contained in 
the Old and New Teltament : \\ hich as it is a- 


' bove the authority of the ſame Church, and only 


ſufficient to inſtruct us in all things concerning ſal- 
vation; fo is it left for all degrees of men, to read 
and underſtand. For without this word, neither 
Church , Council , nor Decree can eſtabliſh any 
Point touching ſalvation. The fecond is the holy 
Sacraments, to wit, of Baptiſm, and the Lords 
Supper. Which Sacraments Chrilt hath left un- 
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to us as holy ſigns and ſeals of his promiſes. For 
as by Baptiſin once received, is ſignihed, that we 
(as well Infants, as others of age and diſcretion) 
being Strangers from God by original fin, are re- 
ceived into his Family and Congregation, with full 
aſſurance that although this root of ſin lye, hid- in 
us, yet to the Elect it ſhall not be imputed ; ſo the 
Supper declareth, that God as a moſt proyident 
Father doth not only feed our Bodies, but alſo ſpi- 
ritually nouriſheth.our Souls with the graces and 
benefits of Jeſus Chriſt, which the Scripture cal- 
leth eating of his fteſhand drinking of his bloud. 
Neither muſt we in the'adminiſtration of theſe Sa- 
craments follow mans fantaſie ; but as Chriſt him- 
ſelf hath ordained, ſo muſt they be miniſtred, and 
by ſuch as by ordinary vocation are thereunto cal- 
led. Therefore whoſoever reſerveth and wor- 
ſhippeth theſe Sacraments, or contrariwiſe con- 
temneth themin time and place, procureth tohim- 
ſelf damnation. The third mark of this Church is 
Eccleſiaſtical Diſcipline; which ſtandeth in ad- 
monition, and correCtion of faults. The final end 
whereof is Excommunication by the conſent of 
the Church determined, if the Offender be obſti- 
nate. And beſides this Eccleſiaſtical Diſcipline, I 
acknowledg to belong to this Church a Politick 
Magiſtrate, who miniſtreth to every man juſtice, 
defending the good, and puniſhing, the evil; to 
whom we mult render honour and obedience in all 
things which are not contraryto the word of Gad. 
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Rulers purged the Church of God from ſuperſti- 
tion and idolatry: fo the defence of Chriſts, 
Church appertaineth to Chriſtian Magiſtrates, a- 
gainſt all Idolaters and Hereticks, as Papiſts, A- 
nabaptiſts, with ſuch like Limbs of Antichriſt; to, 
root. ont all Doctrine of Devils and men, as the- 
Maſs, Purgatory, Limbus Patrum, Prayers to Saints, 
and for the dead, free-will, diſtin&tion of Meats, 
Apparel and Days, Vows of ſingle life, Preſence 
at Idol-ſervice , mans merits, with ſuch like, 
which draw us from the Society of Chriſts Church 
wherein ſtandeth only remiſſion of ſins, purchaſed; 
by Chriſts bloud to all them that believe, whether 
they be Jews or Gentiles, and lead usto a vain con- 
fidence in Creatures, and truſt in our own imagi- 
nations. "The puniſhment whereof although God 
oftentimes deferreth in this life, yet after the ge- 
neral reſurreftion, when our ſouls ard bodies ſhall- 
riſe again to immortality, they ſhall bedamned to 
unquenchable fire : and then we which have forſa-, 
ken all mens wiſdom to cleave unto Chriſt, ſhall: 
hear the joyful voice, Come ye bleſſed of my Father,
